Appeals Board faces court challenge

WILMINGTON - A local man 
feels strongly that a project for a 
new development in his neighbor- 
hood could make his already-dan- 
gerous street even more so. 

In fact, Salem Street resident 
Jerry DeJongh is so strongly 
opposed to the proposed Avalon 
Oaks West apartment complex 
that he is legally challenging a 
decision by the Board of Appeals 
that has allowed the project to 
move forward. 

DeJongh and his lawyers for- 
mally filed their argument at the 
Middlesex Superior Court on 
March 8. 

The following bodies have been 
named as defendants in the jury 
trial that DeJongh and his attor- 
neys, John F. Gallant and 
Timothy J. Ervin, have request- 
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* The Wilmington Board of 
Appeals. Each member of the 
board has been named in the suit 
They are Chairman Charles E

Forrest; David L. Spurr; 
Raymond Lepore; and Robert L.

«  AvalonBay Communities, 
Inc. This corporation, which is 
organized and exists under the 
laws of the state of Virginia, is 
the one seeking to build the 120 
apartments across the street 
from DeJongh's home. 

* Princeton Properties. This 
corporation, which is based in 
Lowell, was the original applicant 
to receive a permit to develop the 
land in question. 

DeJongh is alleging that the 
Board of Appeals granted to 
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AvalonBay a comprehensive per- 
mit to construct the apartments 
that was not consistent with the 
zoning character of the neighbor- 
hood 

“When the Board of Appeals 
granted the comprehensive per- 
mit to AvalonBay it was a capri- 
cious and arbitrary decision,” 
says Attorney Ervin. “It was a 
decision that was in excess of the 
board’s authority, and my client 
would like to see it annulled.” 

DeJongh has proven equally 
able to state his case. 

“The Board of Appeals should 
not have done the things they've 
done,” DeJongh maintains. “I 
invited them to come to my house 
and take a look at the situation, 
but I was told by them that doing 
so would have been a conflict of 
interest. However, they did visit

WILMINGTON - Would you 
like some chicken wings with that 
Budweiser? 

The Board of Selectmen has 
voted in favor of clarifying the 
language in “section 2” of the 
Rules and Regulations for the 
Sale of Alcoholic Beverages in 
Restaurants. The unanimous 
vote was taken shortly after local 
restaurant owners were given a 
chance to ask questions and offer 
comments during a public hear- 
ing that was held during the 
March 13 meeting.

“Any solicitor is required by 
the town’s bylaw to register with 
the Town Clerk,” said Tewksbury 
Police Deputy Chief Walter 
Jamieson. “Census takers are 
required to notify the Town Clerk 
when they're doing census tak- 
ing.” He agreed that you should 
ask any solicitor to produce a pic- 
ture identification that clearly 
states who they are. 

“The census information can 
be taken through your door. 
There’s no reason to allow them 
into your home,” Deputy 
Jamieson said. “It shouldn't take 
them more than fifteen minutes 
of conversation to get the infor- 
mation they need.” He said that 
usually, from the first of April 
through June is when vendors 
will solicit for their business. 

“Usually the people who run 
the scams target senior citizens. 
The scams take money for a prod- 
uct, but don’t do the job,” Deputy 
Jamieson said. Vendors for drive- 
way sealing, painting, or roofing 
should also be questioned and 
asked for identification.

The rules and regulations were 
adopted by the Board of 
Selectmen in 1972, and they were 
amended in 1995.

Originally, “section 2” of the 
guidelines read, “Alcoholic bever- 
ages shall not be served to a 
patron unless seated at a table or 
counter in the dining area. 
Seating at the counter/bar area 
shall not exceed 25% of the total 
seating capacity of the dining 
area.”

Will technology get day in court?

CAMBRIDGE - Regist Oro: 
bate Lee G. Johnson, Esquire says 
it is time for the Middlesex Probate 
and Family Court in Cambridge to

Informationre! i ating lo cases 
that date as far back as the 1960s 
are jammed into tiny drawers in 
several rows of long filing cabinets 
that stretch to the ceiling. Current 
information that is unable to fitinto 
these drawers remain packed in 
makeshift boxes piled on top of 
each other on the floor. Heavy, 
awkward, and dilapidated books 
offer pertinent case information for 
a steep price of time-consuming 
page-turning. Believe it or not, a 
chute with vinyl padding is used to 
drop actual files down from upper 
levels when such a request is made 
from a lower floor, When a court 
employee is finished with the file, 
they must bring it back to its origi- 
nal location themselves 

Wouldn't computers solve all of 
these problems? Isn't it easier to 
click a mouse than it is to hoist an 
old and fragile book? To climb a 
ladder to access a file that is out of 
reach” To walk up many flights of 
stairs to return a file that was 
dropped down a dated portal? 

“Do you see a single computer 
anywhere in this roem?” Johnson 
gamely asks as he stands in the

inthe state,” informs Johnson. “We 
even have four satellite courthouses 
that we work with, in Lowell and 
Concord and Marlborough and the 
District Court here in Cambridge 
We have an abundance of business 
here.” 

Continues Johnson, “When you 
take into account that kind of vol- 
ume and the resources that we need 
to assist people, it is easy to under- 
stand how the situation becomes 
difficult. We don't have computers 
that we can go into to access files 
from various departments.” 

Indeed, everything has tobe done 
manually. Court employees in 
search of even a mere tidbit of 
information have to leave their 
desks and walk to the proper de- 
partment and wade through count- 
less files and decrepit records. 

“That takes a lot of time,” 
Johnson points out. “When attor- 
neys and members of the public 
come into the courthouse and see 
this sort of thing, they can become 
exasperated. We just can’t move as 
quickly as other courthouses can 
because the technology isn’t there.” 

If technological advancement 
has been one of Johnson's top pri- 
orities since becoming the Register 
last summer, then so too has the 


be able to do something about the 
lighting.” 

There are other things too. 

Eighty-two women work with 
Johnson, but the ladies’ room on 
their floor has only two stalls. 

There is also virtually no space 
for attorneys to meet with their 
clients and discuss matters with 
peace and privacy. A general meet- 
ing area in the atrium of the court- 
house features a number of round 
tables and surrounding chairs. At 
one table a lawyer could be sitting 
with his clients and working out 
some sensitive details pertaining to 
acase about a “deadbeat dad.” Just 
a few feet away at another table, a 
young couple seeking to adopt a 
child could be sitting quietly within 
earshot, waiting for their chance to 
speak to an official 

“There are a number of possi- 
bilities for a volatile mix,” says 
Johnson. 

Johnson readily understands that 
the key is not to simply raise these 
issues. The key is to identify them 
and to proactively work through 
them. Since September Johnson 
has aggressively lobbied on Bea- 
con Hill for his desired improve- 
ments, and, sure enough, some re- 
sults are coming in. 
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“There has been a great deal of 
concern, and people have been re+ 
ceiving me pretty well,” Johnson 
answers when asked how receptive: 
the governor and legislature have 
been to his efforts on Beacon Hill. 
“There has been some interest and, 
some discussion over the concerns: 
that have been raised. People are: 
telling me that they want to im-, 
prove the courthouse and help us: 
get the things we need. I'd like to: 
applaud them for that.” 

“We've been able to purchase a. 
machine that will be able to trans-; 
fer documents onto microfilm,”: 
continues Johnson. “Now we'll be 
able to have a source of back-up for 
the files that we keep. We weren't; 
able to do that before.” 

It is not only Johnson's responsi-; 
bility to address the issues that are: 
already apparent. He also has to? 
use a third eye to foresee possible: 
situations and reverse their likeli-; 
hood with safety and security pre-: 
cautions. 

“We used to have our paternity’ 

office here on the third floor,” says: 
Johnson, gesturing to an office that; 
istemporarily closed down. “Some~ 
times a parent would be busy with 
his or her lawyer, and their kids 
would be playing by the railing that 
we have overlooking the lower floors 
of the courthouse. As you can see, 
the railing is quite low. We didn’t 
want to see a child lose balance and, 
fall over the railing, so we moved: 
the paternity office to the first floor.” 

Johnson sees his role as Regis~ 
teras one that represents and serves, 
the public. He realizes that when’ 
Wilmington and Tewksbury resi-; 
dents and other county residents: 
pass through his doors it is to ad-! 
dress personal and sensitive mat~ 
ters. 4 

“Let’s face it,” Johnson states 
realistically. “Not everybody who: 
has to come to this court wants tobe 
here. Most likely, people are here; 
because they have some sort. of 
personal business that they have to: 
have rectified or cleared up or: 
straightened out. It is important: 
that we create and maintain an; 
environment here that is conducive 
to the needs of the public. We are) 

here to assist them.” 

“We do a really good job here,, 
given the kind of resources that we! 
have here,” Johnson concludes; 
proudly. “The people who work: 
here dress and act professionally. ; 
It would be nice to be able to give! 
everybody a computer for their; 
desk. We have an opportunity here’ 
to make some changes and vast; 
improvements. We're very opti-: 
mistic that we'll soon be getting the’ 
things that we need.”

Fresh from warmer climate 


Early robin sightings may predict early spring 


by HUGH WIBERG 
Tanned and rested, we have re- 
cently returned from our annual 
trek to Florida. 
High up on our list of “things to 
do” were visits to several of our 
favorite Florida wildlife sanctuar- 
igs, including Loxahatchi on the 
fast coast, Sanibel Island, the Ev- 
érglades area and Corkscrew 
vamp in the Naples area. A regu- 
lar stop each year is at a bird 
fehabilitation center in Tavernier, 
‘Florida, where injured birds (peli- 
‘cans, cranes, storks, eagles and 
dons) are nursed back to health for 
yentual release back into the wild. 
“The accompanying photo of a bald 
eagle was taken at this center in- 
‘Side a large screened in area. I was 
bout 10 feet from the eagle when 
this photo was taken. 
‘': Now itis back to reality, and it is 
time to report the recent phone 
‘ealls, several of which were left on 
!our answering machine. Among the 
idozen or so calls, most were reports 
of early returning robins. Accord- 
ping to Mass. Audubon, almost all of 
these robin sightings in late Janu- 
ary and through February are birds 
\which have, indeed, returned from 
down south early, as opposed to 
birds which never migrated south 
at all. You may have heard (or 
réad) that the winter of 1999-2000 
was officially the warmest winter 
&ver recorded, going back to 1878 
when this information was first com. 
piled. Among those who called with 
‘Tobin sightings were Ernie Wallent, 
‘February 5 (saw two under the 
“boughs of a pine tree) Gerry Duggan 
¢saw four on February 6), Connie 
'McGee (saw four on February 10), 
‘Michael Abell (saw “several” on 
February 12) and Tom McGrath 
‘(noted a half dozen robins on March 
ur 


6). Without question, the most spec- 
tacular robin sighting was called in 
by Sandra Day of Houghton Road. 
Sandra saw “more than 50 robins,” 
along withseveral cedar waxwings, 
feasting on holly berries in her yard 
on February 

25. 

The first 
report of a 
returning 
purple 
grackle was 
called in by 
Bob Hand of 
Shawsheen 
Avenue, on 
February 11. 

Red 
wingedblack- 
birds usually 
begin to ap- 
pear in our 
yards around 
the third week 
in March. My 
brother Dave 
onBirchwood 
Road saw a 
large flock of 
red wings in 
his yard - he 
estimated 
over 100 on 
February 25 - 
in the com- 
pany of a 
smaller quan- 
tity of purple 
grackles. 

Other calls of note: Tom McGrath 
on Valyn Lane, reported seeing an 
eastern bluebird in his yard on 
March 5. In my 35 plus years in 
Wilmington, I have yet to see a 
bluebird in our town, although 
Sandra Day tells me that they were 
seen infrequently near the cran-

berry bogs on Shawsheen Avenue 
three or four years ago. Bluebirds 
are making a strong comeback west- 
erly of Wilmington and Tewksbury, 
in the Harvard, Dunstable, 
Tyngsboro area. In his “robin” call

waxwings in 
his yard.

My response was that 
most birds, including mockingbirds, 
do not mate until late April or early 
May, so my guess was that these 
were two males trying to stake out 
their territory. 

I'd like to present an unofficial 
“unsung hero” award to Linda Giles 
of Whipple Road in Tewkshury 
Early in February, Linda found a 
house sparrow in her living room 
near her fireplace. Linda's best 
guess was that this bird may have 
become trapped in the chimney for 
a period of time, and finally fell out 
into the living room. The bird was 
in a very weakened condition, with 
its eyes grime covered and nearly 
closed. She wondered what she could 
do to save it 

From the description of the bird, 
I cautioned Linda that the sparrow 
probably would not survive its or 
deal. I suggested she continue her 
efforts to gently clean the bird's 
eyes with a moistened tissue, and 
then attempt to feed it, using an 
eyedropper, with a thin porridge. I 
thanked Linda for making the ef 
fort to save the bird, and assured 
her that if the bird didn’t make it, it 
wouldn't be for lack of effort. Sadly, 
the sparrow lasted two more 5 
before it expired. Good try, L inda! 

With the addition of cedar wax- 
wings to our winter sp S count, 
we are up to 24, three ahead of last 
winter.

Board sheds light on problem 


cording to the board, lighting is 
more of an issue than landscaping 

“The lights as shown today do 
not comply with the town’s By-Law,” 
said Sean Sullivan, Director of Plan- 
ning and Conservation. He and the 
Building Inspector visited the 
Walgreens site and witnessed the 
illumination the Winks see each 
night from the site. He explained 
the situation to the board using the 
plan diagram: 

Attorney O'Neill said that his 
client attempted to remedy the prob- 
lem, but if the lighting is toned 
down, there will be a serious safety 
issue. “You are talking about de- 
creasing pole height, then decreas- 
ing luminescence,” he said. “Look- 
ing at the site as is, if you increase 
shielding on the lights, the place 
will be black. We did what the 
board told us todo. We're living up 
to our part.” 

“Landscaping in and of itself is 
not a total substitute [for decreas- 
ing lighting],” Mr. Plunkett, Chair- 
man, Planning Board, said. He 
indicated. that. the landscaping 
would eliminate car lights from 


disturbing the residents, but that it 
wasn’t high enough to prevent the 
parking lot lights from shining into 
house windows. 

The board recommended a con- 
tinuance until March 27th, with a 
site visit scheduled for March 23rd. 

720 MainStreet received endorse- 
ment for their perimeter plan. At- 
torney Richard O'Neill represent- 
ing the applicant Mr. Barnes, dis- 
cussed their plans for the property.

Gas Price woes or just plain fun? . 


Alternative Transportation 


By DOUG WOOD-BOYLE 


With gasoline prices reaching up over $1.60 per-gallon many people are seeking 
alternative ways to travel that will not only save them money but perhaps provide 
them some fun. 

The answer seems to be the motor scooter, a two wheeled vehicle with a 1.2 horse- 
power motor on the rear. It resembles the scooter popular in the 1950's for kids or 
perhaps today’s skateboard with a handlebar and a motor on it. 

“I wouldn’t call it basic transportation,” said Fred Spinazola, owner of North 
Reading Honda Kawasaki, one of the many dealers in the area, “It’s a fun thing. 

The bulk of the ones we sell go to teenagers that are not old enough to drive yet.” 

However, Spinazola, and other area dealers report that many adults purchase 
the machines for a number of different reasons. Among those reasons is the 
fact that the machine can be folded up and placed in a duffel bag for the pur- 
pose of carrying them on busses and the commuter rail 

Spinazola noted that his customers range in age from 10 years to 30 years-old 
Some are buying it for their boats or to use at vacation cottages. 

According to Spinazola, and others, the boat owners can carry them on board 
and when they arrive at a large marina, they have convenient transportation. 

In fact, the inventor of the machine, a Californian, came up with the idea as a 
way to get from his airplane to distant terminals after landing the plane at vari- 
ous airstrips without modern facilities. 

Dominic Paci, the parts manager in the North Reading shop, and an avid user of 
the vehicle, said the standard machines are built to carry about 400 pounds and can 
travel at a maximum of 20 miles-per-hour. However, there are specially built “perfor- 
mance machines” that are built to do stunt work and for racing. These can travel up 
to 45 miles per-hour. 

Paci noted that there are tournaments and competitions featuring the machine, 
held on the West Coast but none are held in this area. 

According to Spinazola, the frame is built of all American parts and the engine is 
manufactured by the Japanese firm, Komatsu.Go-Ped is just one of the half dozen 
brands on the market today and, according to Spinazola, the largest selling one. Its 
biggest competitor is the Mosquito.

Sullivan seeks 
green light 
in Tewksbury 


“The old expression states 
that a man's home is his castle,” 
notes the “Tewksbury Town 
Crier.” 

“For the future elderly resi- 
dents of some upcoming afford 
able housing apartments, their 
homes will literally be a castle - 
Ames Castle, that is. 

“Local developer John D 
Sullivan, who just months ago 
bought the vacant, boarded-up 
Foster School on Main Street, 
has owned the historic Ames 
Castle on Catamount Street 
since the 1980's. Sullivan hopes 
to refurbish the former nursing 
home, renovate it, and convert it 
into 13 one-bedroom apartments 
that will be intended for the 
elderly. Sullivan, who is seeking 
a comprehensive permit, 
brought his plans for the estate 
to the Affording Housing 
Committee last month. 

“Ames Castle, or ‘The Castle; 
as it is sometimes called, is 
richly steeped in the history of 
Tewksbury. The estate was built 
snortly after the Civil War. In 
1905 it was purchased by Major 
General Adelbert Ames, a 1861 
graduate of West Point and vet- 
eran of the Civil War. 

“Ames, who was wounded at 
Bull Run, commanded a regi- 
ment called the Twentieth 
Maine during the Battle of 
Fredericksburg, and participat- 
ed in the Union’s most crucial 
capture at Fort Fisher on 


January 15, 1865. For two years 
in the late 1860’s Ames also

served as the provisional gover- 
nor of Mississippi. 

“When Ames finally chose 
Tewksbury as his home and pur- 
chased ‘The Castle’ in 1905 he 
was already seventy years old 
For the next 28 years he lived in 
his prominent home high on its 
hill, overlooking the town. When 
he died at age 98 in 1933 he was 
Tewksbury’s oldest resident, not 
to mention the last surviving 
general of the Civil War. 

“After the days of Ames, ‘The 
Castle’ functioned as a nursing 
home from the 1950's until 
Sullivan purchased it nearly 
thirty years later. The famous 
home almost officially became 
history in the truest sense of the 
word when a portion of it caught 
fire three years ago. It survived 
and with Sullivan's vow to keep 
its original, legendary aesthet- 
ics intact, it will continue to sit 
atop its hill and watch over 
‘Tewksbury for years to come.”

The term stress has been bor 
rowed by biologists for engineer 
ing, where it implies an ability 
to withstand a defined amount 
of strain. Dr. Hans Selye, noted 
world authority on stress, has 
described stress as “a state 
manifested by a specific syn 
drome which consists of all the 
non-specifically induced changes 
within a biological system.” 

The term implies any condi 
tion that harms the body or 
jamages or causes the death of 
a few or many cells. The body 
immediately tries to repair the 
damaged cells but it can do so 
only if the diet 1s adequate, pro- 
viding a generous supply of all 
the essential nutrients. If, how. 
ever, rebuilding of cells is not 
tble to keep pace with their

Reactions to stress are mani- 
fold. No one situation is stressful 
to all the people all the time 
Some of the factors that can 
produce stress are children or 
the lack of them, the boss or the

to any stress factor, A large 
number of physical changes take 
place at the time of stress 
induced arousal. The brain and 
nervous system become intense- 
ly active, the pupils of the eye 
dilate, digestion slows down 
muscles become tense, the heart 
starts pumping blood harder 
and faster, blood pressure 
increases, breathing becomes 
faster, hormones such as adren 
aline are released into the sys 


tem along with glucose from the 
liver and sweating starts, 

All these exchanges take 
place in a spilt second under the 
direction of the nervous system. 
If the stress factors are immedi 
ately rernoved, no harm accrues 
and all the changes are 
reversed. 

Stress in its earlier and 
reversible stage leads to poor 
sleep, bad temper, continual 
grumbling, longer hours of work 
with less achievement, domestic 
conflict with spouse and chil- 
dren, repeated minor sickness 
absenteeism and prolonged 
absence for each spell of sick- 
ness, accident proneness, feeling 
of frustration and persécution 
by colleagues and complaints of 
lack of cooperation and increase 
in alcoholic intake. 

It is essential that these 
symptoms are recognized early 
by the patients or their well 
wishers and remedies measures 
taken to overcome them. If 
however, stress is continuous or 
repeated frequently, a variety of 
symptoms appear such as dizzi: 
ness, stiff muscles, headache, 
vision problems, breathing, diffi 
culties, asthma, allergies, palpi- 
tation, digestive disorders, blood 
sugar irregularities, backache, 

skin disorders, bowel disorders 
and sexual difficulties. 

CAUSES 

Stress may be caused by a 
variety of factors both outside 
the body and within. External 
factors include loud noises 
blinding lights, extreme heat or 
cold, x-rays and drugs. The fac- 
tors from within the body 
include feelings of hate, envy, 
fear or jealousy. 


TREATMENT 
In dealing with stress the 
patient shouid completely 


change his life style. He should 
adopt an optimum diet which 
should be able to meet the nutri-

tional demands of stress. Such 
diet should obviously be made of 
foods which, in combination, 
would supply all the essential 
nutrients. 

It has been found that a diet 
which contains liberal quantities 


of (i) seeds, nuts and grains, (ii) 
vegetables, and (iii) fruits would 
provide an adequate amount of 
all the essential nutrients. Each 
of these food groups should 
roughly form the bulk of one of 
the three meals. These three 
basic health-building foods 
should be supplemented with 
certain special foods such as 
milk, vegetable oils and honey. 

There are many foods which 
are helpful in meeting the 
demands of stress and should be 
taken regularly by the patient. 
These are yogurt, blackstrap 
molasses, seeds, and sprouts. 
Yogurt is rich in vitamin A, B 
complex and D. It relieves 
insomnia, migraine, and cramps 
associated with menstruation. 
Blackstrap molasses, by-product 
of sugar refining process, is rich 
in iron and B vitamins. It 
guards against anemia and is 
good for heart diseases. Seeds 
such as alfalfa, sunflower, and 
pumpkin and sprouts are rich in 
calcium and quite effective as 
deterrents of listlessness and 
anxiety. Steam cooked vegeta- 
bles are best as boiling causes 
many vitamins and minerals to 
be dispelled into the water. 

The leaves of holy basil, 
known as tulsi in the vernacular, 
are highly beneficially the treat- 
ment of stress. They are regard- 
ed as adaptogen or antistress 
agents. Recent studies have 
shown that the leaves protect 
against stress significantly. 

Certain nutrients are benefi- 
cial in relieving stress. These 
are vitamins A and B, minerals 
such as calcium, potassium and 
magnesium which reduce the 
feeling of irritability and anxi- 
ety. Vitamin A is found in green 
and yellow vegetables. Some of 
the valuable sources of vitamin 
B are cashews, green leafy veg- 
etables, yeast, sprouts and 
bananas. An element of vitamin 
B complex, pantothenic acid is 
especially important in prevent- 
ing stress. It has a deep effect 
on the adrenal glands and the 
immune system and adequate 
amount of this vitamin along 
with vitamin A can help prevent 
many of the changes caused by 
stress. 

Potassium deficiencies are 
associated with breathlessness, 
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soybeans are rich sources of cal- 
cium. 

Magnesium is known as 
nature’s tranquilizer and is 
associated with the prevention 
of heart attack. Deficiencies 
may lead to excitability, irri- 
tability, apprehension and emo- 
tional disorders. Magnesium is 
also necessary for absorption of 
calcium and potassium and is 
found in many fruits, vegetables, 
seeds, dates and prunes. 

There are certain foods which 
are associated with stress and 
anxiety and should be scrupu- 
lously avoided by patients. 
These foods are caffeine and 
many soft drinks, which causes 
nervousness, irritability and pal- 
pitation; salt which has been 
associated with heart diseases; 
cigareites which cause tension, 
irritability and sleeplessness 
and which have been linked with 
cancer and alcohol which 
depletes vitamins of B group 
considered essential for reduc- 
ing stress, 

Regular physical exercise 
plays an important role in the 
fight against stress. Exercise 
not only keeps the body physi- 
cally and mentally fit, it also 
provides recreation and mental 
relaxation.

“The transition to middle 
school is the time when many 
at-risk students problems flare 
up and early intervention can 
help prevent a long slide into 
missed opportunities and 
greater trouble,” notes the 
“Stoneham Independent.” 

“That's why the Juvenile 
Probation Department at the 
Fourth Middlesex District Court, 
which serves Woburn, 
Winchester, Wilmington, 
Stoneham, Reading, North 
Reading and Burlington, is pilot- 
ing a new school-based juvenile 
intervention program ‘in area 
middle schools. 

“It puts juvenile probation 
officers in the schools on a regu- 
lar basis to act as a resource for 
educators and parents, try to 
resolve problems unofficially 
before they escalate and remind 
those youngsters already on 
their caseload of the importance 
of straightening out. 

“The results so far, at least 
according to the probation offi- 
cers and educators, have been 
positive. 

“The program is the brain- 
child of Assistant Chief 
Probation Officer James Dwyer. 

“In a memo proposing the 
program to Middlesex County 
Chief Probation Officer Gilbert 
Sakakeeny, Dwyer noted, ‘The 
middle school has become the 
focal point of student unrest and 
confusion’ 

“The elementary to middle 
school transition is proving to be 
the most difficult educational 
adjustment our students face. 
Unresolved classroom, family, 
social and psychological issues 
are increasingly flaring up dur- 
ing this period.’ 

“Our public middle school 
teachers and staff are the front 
line in the battle to help these 
students and they need help,’ he 
said. 

“Juvenile probation, he 
argued, is uniquely suited to 
provide that assistance...”

MOVIE: “HANGING UP” 
GRADE: ** 

Review: This movie won't 
cause Meg Ryan’s acting career 
to come to a screeching halt, but 
it’s not the best item on her 
resume, either. 

Ryan plays Eve, the middle of 
three sisters, played by Diane 
Keaton (the oldest) and Lisa 
Kudrow (the youngest). Their

“The main part of the hospital is 
built like a horse shoe,” begins 
Brown. “About five years ago we 
thought it would be nice to use the 
area between the two sides for some- 
thing. We thought it would be nice 
for the patients if we constructed a 
courtyard there. In the time since, 
we have used proceeds from these 
galas to excavate the land there 
and put in sidewalks for the people 
in wheelchairs. Last year we put in 
planters at a wheelchair-level, so 
that everyone can plant flowers 
there. We have cookouts in this 
courtyard, and everyone there has 
so much fun.” 

There's more. 

“We've also been able to use the 
gala proceeds to buy an arjo trolley 
shower,” adds Brown. “It’s like a 
big stretcher that is made of heavy, 
heavy vinyl. It’s used for people 
who are unable to get into a deep 
bath tub or shower.” 

What do the Friends hope to 
purchase for the patients with the 
proceeds of this year’s gala? 

“We are hoping to buy a large 
coach bus,” answers Brown 
“Through the efforts of everybody 
involved in such benefits as bake 
sales and dances, we have so far 
raised as much as $70,000. We have 
a ways to go, though. Once we are 


able to buy the coach bus, we have 
to make it accessible for wheel- 
chairs and geri chairs.” 

Continues Brown, “We take the 
patients to a lot of places. We've 
always used a number of vans that 
have not been the easiest to travel 
in because we can only fit three or 
four people per vehicle. This bus 
will help us a lot. We take two trips 
to Hampton Beach every year, two 
trips to Salem Willows, one trip to 
the Museum of Science, and one 
trip to the Shriner’s Circus in 
Wilmington. In fact, the Shriners 
donate tickets to us, so that we can 
take everyone.”

Sewer Agreement Committee 
Proposed sewer regulations changed

TEWKSBURY - After six months 
of serious work, the Sewer Agree- 
ment Committee presented to the 
Board of Selectmen, their completed 
standard agreement for private 
sewer construction in the town. 

The Committee members, 
Charles Coppola, Joseph Gill, David 
Cressman, William Burris, Rich- 
ard Mazzoni, Charles Stella, and 
Shawn Dillon, were appointed to 
develop a standard for use when 
implementing private sewer agree- 
ments, and have been working dili- 
gently to provide the town with 
their first such agreement. 

“Our objective was to develop an 
agreement that applies standards 
wherever applicable, resulting in a 
document that is user friendly, flex- 
ible enough to respond to the unique- 
ness of each situation and encour- 
age private participation,” said 
Attorney Shawn Dillon. “We also 
want to increase town control, in- 
cluding inspection requirements.” 

Mr. Dillon said that the agree- 
ment is based on the structure of 
former agreements of the town and 
a survey of the agreements other 
towns have implemented. 

“It is based ona lot of the former 
agreements of the town and we’ve 
added some pertinent significant 
changes,” Mr. Dillon said. 

“Formerly, when the applicant 
would come in with his own agree- 


ment, the board would have to go 
through that agreement line by 
line,” Mr. Dillon said. He said that 
now, the town will have a standard 
form where only a few blanks will 
have to be filled out. He said that 
they’ve changed a few items in the 
agreement to clarify gray areas of 
the contract.. The first addition is 
the required approval of the Board. 

“On past agreements, that wasn’t 
necessary,” Mr. Dillon said. He 
said that now, both the Board and 
Town Manager will need to ap- 
prove this agreement. 

Their next addition was regard- 
ing easements. He said that now 
easements will need to be in place 
before the agreement is reviewed. 
“That will eliminate any eminent 
domain land taking, or land owner 
disputes,” Mr. Dillon said. 

Tie-in fees would change. “In 
the past, the applicant would charge 
$30,000 or $.25/square foot, which- 
ever was more. We felt that, as a 
committee, that wasn’t fair,” said 
Mr. Dillon. He said that they’ve 
changed that to make the tie-in fee 
the same as whatever the town will 
charge. “It’s a more fair amount,” 
he said. He indicated that’ fees 
should be the same all the way 
around. 

He said that cos€projections 
would have a cap called a ‘maxi- 
mum guarantee cost.’ “If the appli- 


cant goes above that, he will have 
to make up the difference. Also, to 
support that cost, the applicant will : 
haveto include sub-contractor costs 
to justify the amount. 

He said that some additional 
changes will be clarification of the 
substantial completion clause, 
first-year waivers of homeowner 
hook-up fees, requiring security 
bonds to ensure sewer line comple- 
tion, off-pavement installation of 
tie-in stubs, completion of construc- 
tion within eighteen months after 
the agreement is signed, an the 
addition of an addendum to cover 
other extenuating circumstances 
with regard to sewer installation. 

“A check list is also provided for 
ease of the applicant,” Mr. Dillon 
said. He indicated that the list 
would allow the applicant a guide- 
line to follow when considering 
sewer construction. 

The board motioned to approve 
the agreement, subject to Town 
Counsel approval. 

Selectmen Charles Coppola sug- 
gested forming a “Blue Ribbon Com- 
mittee” to look at the way we cur- 
rently fund our sewer projects and 
try to find alternative ways to get 
the project completed sooner. He 
requested the board make this is- 
sue an agenda item after the town 
elections to discuss the formation 
of the group. 


Scam artists on the prowl

“Most of time they are women, 


and they usually work in pairs. 
One keeps the homeowner busy 
while the other one does a quick 
search in the house for valu- 
ables,” Deputy Jamieson said. 
He said that there really isn’t any 
need to let anyone in your home. 

“Individuals can pose as water 
meter readers, electric and gas 
meter readers, but there is no 
reason for them to enter your 
home,” said Lt. Spencer. He indi- 
cated that meters are outside the 
home and don’t require home 
access to be read. 

“If you have any suspicions, 
call the police,” said Officer 
Jamieson. He said that legiti- 
mate solicitors wouldn’t mind if 
the police take the few minutes to 
check their credentials. 

“Seniors should be alerted 
when the solicitor speaks loudly 
or tries to intimidate them. If

there are any suspicions, call the 
police department. We are here 
to help. No one will be offended 
if things check out O.K.,” Lt 
Spencer said. 

Lt. Spencer said that if the 
solicitor refuses to show any iden- 
tification or acts suspiciously and 
happens to have a vehicle, it 
would be helpful to the police if a 
license plate number was record- 
ed. “That will allow us to identi- 
fy the owner of the vehicle and 
speed up detecting who they are,” 
he added. 

Both Tewksbury and 
Wilmington are gearing up 
toward an increase in scams dur- 
ing the spring months. “People 
use scams to gain home access, 
They can do so by mail or tele- 
phone solicitations.” He said that 
they ask for personal information 
such as age, bank accounts and 
credit cards. 

“In June of last year we set up 


a program with the seniors at the 
senior center,” said Tewksbury 
Officer Jim Luz. He said the pro- 
gram was about preparing for 
Y2K and explained how the banks 
and utilities were adjusting. 

“We also cautioned them about 
scams surrounding the Y2K 
changes,” Officer Luz said. He 
indicated that. telephone scams 
suggesting money be remoyed 
from the banks and kept at home 
could be a prelude to a robbery 
He also said that early. in 
January, a representative from 
District Attorney Martha 
Coakley’s office spoke about citi- 
zen abuse as well as scams tar- 
geting senior citizens. 

Lt. Spencer, Deputy Jamieson 
and Officer Luz agree that your 
security is the most important 
and that we all need to wérk 
together as a community to pre- 
vent the scams from fulfilling 
themselves.
